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The Daily Prayer - Book is intended to 
provide short forms of prayers for ordinary 
use. The contents have been compiled 
from various sources, especially from The 
Treasury of Prayer . 
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The Ecclesiastical Year, with regard to the Sundays 
and Moveable Feasts, begins with Advent. The words 
Double, Semi- double, and Simple , show the degrees of 
solemnity with which the Offices of the Church are 
celebrated. The principal Festivals are Doubles of the 
first class. Some Festivals have an Octave, or succes- 
sion of eight days, on which, with certain exceptions, 
the Office and Mass of the Feast are said. A Feria is 
a week-day for which no Saint’s Office is appointed. 
When the Office is double, an entire Antiphon is said or 
sung before and after each Psalm ; when semi-double or 
simple , only a word or two are said or sung before the 
Psalm.

Washing his fingers, he recites the following : —

My foot hath stood in 
the right path : in the churches I will bless 
Thee, 0 Lord.

Turning to tho people, he says — 

Brethren, pray that my sacrifice and yours 
may he acceptable to 6od the Father Al- 
mighty.

(At the Elevation, the bell is rung thrice. ) 

In like manner after He had supped \he takes 
the chalice in both his hands], taking also this 
excellent Chalice into His holy and venerable 
hands, and giving Tbee thanks, He bless^ed, 
and gave to His disciples, saying : Take, and 
drink ye all of this ; for this is the chalice

testament; the mystery of faith; which 

SHALL BE SHED FOR YOU, AND FOR MANY, TO

He then receives the sacred Host, and after a short 
pause, says — 

What shall I render to the Lord for all He 
hath rendered unto me ? I will take the 
chalice of salvation, and call upon the name of 
the Lord. Praising I will calf upon the Lord, 
and I shall be saved from my enemies. 

Receiving the Chalice, he says — 

The Blood of our Lord Jesus Christ preserve 
my soul to everlasting life. Amen. 

(Those who are to Communicate go up to the Sanctuary 
at the Domini , non sum dignui , when the Acolyth 
says the ConfiUor.) 

Then the Priest, turning to the communicants, pro- 
nounces the Absolution ; and elevating a particle of 
the Blessed Sacrament, and turning towards the 
people, he says — 

Behold the Lamb of God, behold Him who 
taketh away the sins of the world. 

And then repeats three times, Domine, non sum 
dignui , &c. 

He then administers the Holy Communion, saying to 
each — 

May the Body of our Lord Jesus Christ 
preserve thy soul to life everlasting. Amen. 
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Be purificans, dicit —

Then he reads the Post- Communions, Afterwards he 
turns again towards the people, and says —

Bowing down before the Altar, he says —

He then begins the Gospel according to St. John, 
saying— 

P. The beginning of the holy Gospel accord- 
ing to St. John. 

R. Glory be to Thee, 0 Lord. 

In the beginning was the Word, and the 
Word was with Goa, and the Word was God : 
the same was in the beginning with God. All 
things were made by Him, and without Him 
was made nothing that was made : in Him was 
life, and the life was the light of men ; and the 
light shineth in darkness, and the darkness did 
not comprehend it. There was a man sent from 
God, whose name was John. This man came 
for a witness to give testimony of the light, 
that all men might believe through him. He 
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Erat lux vera quae illuminat omnem hominem 
venientem in hunc mundum. In mundo erat, 
et mundus per ipsum fact us est, et mundus eum 
non cognovit.

The Elevation of the Chalice. 

Lord Jesus Christ, who from Thy saving 
wounds madest the fountain of Thy grace 
to flow to us ; grant that so often as wrong 
desires or sinister affections assail me, I 
may, presently recur to Thy wounds, and 
from them draw my remedy. Amen. 

The Memento of the Dead. 

Lord Jesus Christ, who, hanging on the 
Cross, didst implore Thy Father for all 
mankind, even Thy crucifiers ; give me, I 
beseech Thee, the grace of humility and 
patience, that according to Thy word and 
example, I may love my enemies, and do 
good to those that hate me. Amen. 

Nobis quoque peccatoribus. 

Lord Jesus Christ, who didst so merci- 
fully promise heaven to the thief that 
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humbly acknowledged his injustice ; behold 
me, I beseech Thee, with the same eyes of 
mercy, that now confessing my crimes, I 
may obtain pardon, and in the end of my 
life be strengthened with hope to be with 
Thee in heaven. Amen. 

Pater Noster , 

Lord Jesus Christ, who, amongst other 
words spoken by Thee on the Cross, didst 
recommend Thy Mother to Thy beloved 
disciple, and him again to her ; I commend 
unto Thee myself and all that I have, with 
a firm faith and confidence in Thy protec- 
tion, beseeching Thee that, by their inter- 
cession, Thou wouldst. preserve me amidst 
the troubles and dangers of this life. 
Amen. 


The Breaking of the Host , . 

Lord Jesus Christ, who for my sake, 
dying on the cross, didst commend Thy 
soul unto Thy Father; grant that in this 
life I may spiritually die with Thee, and in 
the hour of my death commend my soul 
unto Thee, who livest and reignest God, 
world without end. Amen. 
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The Priest puts part of the Host into the 
Chalice . 

Lord Jesus Christ, who, after Thy 
glorious victory over the power of the 
devil, didst descend into Limbo, and 
tookest thence the souls of the Fathers, 
till then detaiued there : extend, I be- 
seech Thee, the virtue of Thy most 
precious blood and passion to the faithful 
in Purgatory, that they may come to Thy 
eternal joys. Amen. 

Agnus Dei . 

Lord Jesus Christ, at whose patience in 
torments and blessed death, many beating 
their breasts lamented their offences ; by 
Thy bitter passion and death, give me 
grace with my whole heart to grieve for 
my sins, and never to offend Thee more. 
Amen. 

The Communion . 

Lord Jesus Christ, who wouldst for my 
sake be buried in a new monument, give 
me, O Lord, my God, a new heart, that 
dying in Thee, I may happily participate 
in the glory of Thy resurrection. Amen. 
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The Ablution . 

Lord Jesus Christ, who for me, miser- 
able sinner, being dead, wouldst by Joseph 
and Nicodemus be embalmed with spices, 
and wrapt in white linen ; grant me 
worthily to receive from Thy holy altar 
Thy true and living body in the Eucharist, 
and for ever conserve it in a clean heart 
and body.

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The last Collect. 

Lord Jesus Christ, who didst vouchsafe, 
after Thy resurrection, to converse forty 
days with Thy disciples, and instruct them 
in all the mysteries of faith ; teach me, I 
beseech Thee, to live according to Thy 
doctrine, and never to swerve in the least 
from Thy will Amen. 

The last Dominus Vobiscum . 

Lord Jesus Christ, who after the term 
of forty days didst ascend glorious into 
heaven, in the sight of Thy disciples ; 
grant that my heart may, for Thy love, 
loathe all earthly things, attend only to 
eternal, and pant, hunger, and thirst after 
Thee. Amen. 

The Gospel of St. John. 

Lord Jesus Christ, who didst send the 
Holy Ghost upon Thy disciples, when they 
did continue praying; cleanse, I beseech 
Thee, my heart from all sin, that the same 
Holy Ghost may always dwell in it by His 
manifold gifts, and my soul be everlastingly 
comforted. Amen.

To that glorious Home, where they shall 
ever gaze on Thee. 
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METHOD OF HEARING MASS BY SAINT 
LEONARD OF PORT MAURICE. 

The Angelic Doctor, St. Thomas, telh us 
that we have all four special debts 
which we owe to Almighty God, answer- 
ing to the four great ends for which 
Jesus Christ instituted the Holy Sacrifice 
of the Altar. These are : — 

1. To praise and honour the infinite 

Majesty of God, in acknow- 
ledgment of His supreme domi- 
nion over us. 

2. To satisfy Almighty God for the 

sins we have committed against 
Him. 

3. To thank him for all the blessings 

He has bestowed upon us. 

4. To implore His divine grace and 

assistance. 

The method for hearing Mass here given is especially 
conformable to the spirit of the Church, whose wish 
it is that we should, when assisting at Mass, unite 
our intention to that of the priest, who offers up the 
Holy Sacrifice for the four ends just mentioned ; by 
so doing we shall be able, according to St. Thomas, 
to pay, in the most efficacious manner, the four debts 
which we have contracted with Almighty God, 
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As soon, therefore, as the Mass commences, while the 
Priest humbles himself at the foot of the altar, and 
says the Confitcor , make a short examination of con- 
science, an act of true contrition, beg pardon of God 
for your sins, and invoke the assistance of the Holy 
Spirit and of the Blessed Virgin, that you may hear 
Mass with all reverence and devotion. 

Then divide the Mass into four parts, in which you will 
pay the four great debts, in the following way 


ADORATION. 

1. From the beginning to the Gospel you will pay your 
first debt of honouring and praising the MLajesty of 
God, who is worthy of infinite honour and praise. 
Humble yourself, therefore, with Jesus ; acknowledge 
your own nothingness ; confess sincerely that you 
are but utter nothingness in the presence of His im- 
mense Majesty ; and then with great modesty and 
recollection, with humility of heart and body, say — 

O my God, I adore Thee, and acknow- 
ledge Thee to be the Lord and Master of 
my soul. I protest that all that I am, all 
that I have, I have from Thee ; and since 
Thy exceeding Majesty demands an infinite 
homage and worship, and I, a miserable 
creature, am utterly unable to acquit my- 
self of this great debt, I offer Thee the 
humiliations and the homage which Jesus 
offers to Thee upon the altar. That which 
Jesus does, I intend to do likewise, in union 
with Him. I humble and abase myself 
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before Thy Majesty ; I adore Thee with the 
humiliations of Jesus Himself; I rejoice 
and am full of joy that the blessed Jesus 
offers up to Thee for me an infinite honour 
and worship. 

Close your book, and continue to make in your heart 
Eeveral acts of joy at the thought that God should 
be thus infinitely honoured; and say again and 
again — 

Yes, my God, I rejoice at the infinite 
honour which this Holy Sacrifice gives to 
Thy Majesty; I delight in it; I rejoice 
as much as I know how, as much as 
I can. 

Be not anxious to bind yourself to these words, but 
follow the promptings of your own devotion, keeping 
yourself recollected and united to God. In this way, 
how fully will you pay your first debt ! 


CONTRITION. 

2. In the second part, which is from the Gospel to the 
Elevation, you will pay the second debt. Cast a 
glance upon your many grievous sins, consider the 
immense debt you have contracted with the Divine 
justice, and say with a humble heart — 

Behold, O my God, the traitor who has 
so often rebelled against Thee ! Alas ! with 
deepest sorrow I hate and detest my 
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grievous sins ; and I offer Thee in satisfac- 
tion for them the satisfaction which Jesus 
gives Thee upon the Altar. I offer Thee 
all the merits of Jesus, the Blood of Jesus; 
Jesus, God and Man, who as a Victim is 
sacrificing Himself again for me; since upon 
that Altar my Jesus is my Mediator and my 
Advocate, by His most Precious Blood He 
is imploring pardon for me. I unite my- 
self to the voice of that loving Lord ; and 
I ask mercy for all my grievous sins. The 
Blood of Jesus cries to Thee for mercy ; my 
sorrowful heart also cries to Thee for 
mercy. Ah, my beloved God, if my tears 
move Thee not, let the sighs of my Jesus 
move Thee ; and that mercy which He ob- 
tained for all mankind upon the Cross, 
why should He not obtain it for me upon 
this Altar ? Yes, I hope that, in virtue of 
that most Precious Blood, Thou wilt pardon 
me all my sins, which I will never cease 
to lament even to the last moment of my 
life. 


Close your book, and repeat several times acts of true 
interior and earnest contrition. Give vent to your 
affections, and in silence, but in the depth of your 
heart, say to Jesus— 
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My beloved Jesus, give me the tears of 
Peter, the contrition of Magdalene, and the 
sorrow of those Saints who, ouce sinners, 
became afterwards true penitents, so that 
in this Mass I may obtain a complete 
pardon of all my sins. 

Make many acts of this sort, with great recollection, 
and rest assured that you will thus most fully dis- 
charge all the debts which you have contracted by so 
many sins. 

THANKSGIVING. 

3. In the third part, which is from the Elevation to the 
Communion, consider the many and wonderful bless- 
ings you have received, and in exchange for them 
offer to Almighty God a gift of infinite value, the 
Body and Blood of Jesus Christ ; invite all the Angels 
and all the Saints to thank Him for you in this or the 
like manner — 

Behold me, my most loving God, laden 
with blessings, both general and particular, 
of body and soul, which Thou hast bestowed 
upon me, and which Thou wilt still bestow 
upon me, in time and in eternity. I see 
that Thy mercies towards me have been, 
and are, infinite. I am ready to pay Thee 
for them, even to the last farthing : where- 
fore, in gratitude and in payment for them, 
behold this Divine Blood, this most Pre- 
cious Body, this innocent Victim, which I 
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present to Thee by the hands of the priest. 
I know that this offering which I present 
to Thee is sufficient to pay Thee for the 
gifts Thou hast bestowed upon me. This 
gift of infinite value is of itself worth all the 
gifts which I have ever received, or ever shall 
leceive, from Thee. Ye holy Angels, and 
all ye blessed Saints of heaven, help me to 
thank my God, and offer to Him, in thanks- 
giving for His blessings to me, not only this, 
but all the Masses which are at this moment 
being celebrated throughout the whole 
world ; so that His loving-kindness may 
receive a complete recompense for all the 
blessings which He has given me, and which 
He will give me for ever and ever. Amen. 

Oh, how pleased is our good God with such a thanks- 
giving ! Oh, how is He satisfied by this one offering, 
which, being of infinite value, is worth more than all 
other offerings put together ! And in order to excite 
yourself the more to this devotion, invite the whole 
court of heaven to thank Him for you ; invoke those 
Saints to whom you are more specially devout, and 
say to them in the inmost depths of your heart— 

O my beloved Saints and advocates, 
thank the goodness of God for me, that I 
may not live and die ungrateful; beg of 
Him to accept my good will, and to have 
regard to the loving thanksgivings which 
B 
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Jesus in this Mass is offering to Him for 
me. 

Do not be content with saying this once only, but re- 
peat it again and again ; and be assured that in this 
way you will completely acquit yourself of this great 
debt. 

SUPPLICATION. 

4. In the fourth part, which is from the Communion to 
the end of the Mass, after having made a spiritual 
communion while the priest is communicating sacra- 
mentally, consider God to be within yon ; open your 
heart, and ask Him for many graces, believing that 
Jesus then uniteB Himself with you, and prays for 
you : therefore, enlarge your heart, and do not ask 
for trifling things, but ask for great graces ; for great 
is the offering which you make to God, namely, that 
of His Divine Son. Say, then, with a humble 
heart — 

O my God, too well do I know how un- 
deserving I am of Thy favours ; I confess 
my exceeding unworthiness, and that for 
my many grievous sins I do not deserve to 
be heard by Thee. But how canst Thou 
refuse to listen to Thy Divine Son, who 
prays upon the Altar for me, and offers 
Thee His Blood and His Life ? Hear, I 
beseech Thee, my most beloved God, the 
prayers of this my great Advocate, and for 
His sake grant me all the graces Thou 
knowest to be necessary for me to accom-t 
plish the great work of my eternal salvation* 
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And now I take courage to ask of Thee a 
general pardon for all my sins, and the 
grace of final perseverance. Moreover, I 
beg of Thee, O my God, trusting in the 
prayers of my Jesus, all virtues in an 
heroic degree, and all those efficacious aids 
which I require to become a Saint. I also 
ask of Thee the conversion of all un- 
believers, and of all sinners, and particularly 
of those who are related to me either by 
ties of kindred or by spiritual affinity. I 
ask of Thee the deliverance, not of one soul 
only, but of all the souls in Purgatory; 
bring them all forth, so that, by the effi- 
cacy of this Divine Sacrifice, that prison of 
purification may remain empty. Convert 
the souls of all the living, so that this 
miserable world may become for Thee a 
paradise of delight, where we may love, 
reverence, and praise Thee in time until 
we come to praise and bless Thee for all 
eternity. 

Ask then, ask for yourself, for your children, friends, 
and relations, ask that all your wants, both spiritual 
and temporal, may be supplied. Ask also for the 
fulness of all blessings upon the Holy Church, and 
for its deliverance from all evils ; and ask, not with 
lukewarmness, but with great confidence, and be 
H 2 
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assured that your prayers, united to the prayers of 
Jesus, will be heard. 

As soon as the Mass is over, make an act of thanksgiv- 
ing to Almighty God ; and leave the Church with a 
heart full of compunction, as if you were coming 
down from Mount Calvary.

BENEDICTION OF THE BLESSED 
SACRAMENT. 

Benediction is a devotion practised by the Church, in 
order to give adoration, praise, and blessing to (iod, 
for His infinite goodness and love, testified to us in 
the institution of the Blessed Sacrament, and to 
receive at the same time the Benediction or Blessing 
of our Lord there present. 

When the Priest opens the Tabernacle, and incenses 
the Blessed Sacrament, is sung the hymn :

METHOD OF CONFESSION. 

Kneeling down, make the sign of the Cross, saying — 

In the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 

Then ask a blessing in these words : 

Pray, Father, give me your blessing, for 
I have sinned. 

The Priest’s Blessing : 

May the Lord be in your heart, and on 
your lips, that you may, with truth and 
with humility, confess all your sins, in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost. Amen. 

Then say the first part of the Confiteor , as follows : — 

1 confess to Almighty God, to blessed 
Mary, ever a Virgin, to blessed Michael the 
Archangel, to blessed John Baptist, to the 
holy apostles Peter and Paul, to all the 
saints, and to you, father, that I have 
sinned exceedingly in thought, word, and 
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deed, through my fault, through my fault, 
through my most grievous fault. 

Then say : 

Since my last confession, which was [men- 
tion how long since'] , I accuse myself, &c. 

After this, accuse yourself of your sins, either according 
to the order of God’s commandments, or such other 
order as you find most helpful to your memory; 
adding, after each sin, the number of times that you '• 
have been guilty of it, and such circumstances as may 
very considerably aggravate the guilt ; but carefully 
abstaining from such as are not pertinent or unneces- 
sary, and from excuses and long narrations. 

After you have confessed all that you can remember 
conclude with this or the like form : — 

For these and all other my sins, which 
I cannot at present call to my remembrance, 

I am heartily sorry, purpose amendment 
for the future, and most humbly ask pardon 
of God, and penance and absolution of you, 
my ghostly father. 

Therefore I beseech the blessed Mary, 
ever Virgin, blessed Michael the Archangel, 
blessed John Baptist, the holy apostles 
Peter and Paul, all the saints, and you, 
father, to pray to the Lord our God for me. 

Then give attentive ear to the instructions and advice 
of your confessor, and humbly accept of the penance 
enjoined by him. 

Whilst the Priest gives you absolution, bow down your 
head with great humility, caU upon God for mercy, 
and repeat once again the Act of Contrition,

Then, with his hand raised towards the penitent, he says:
